sea near the Bulgarian border. 
At the same time the diplomats con­ 
tinue their efforts to obtain the sup­ 
port of Greece and Roumania for Ser­ 
bia. who fought with them in the last 
Balkan war.

Capt. Charles Campbell. Water Trans- Thomas R. Congeon Voioes His Grat- 
portation and Terminal Expert. 
Delivers Address

Urges the Canalization of the Upper 
Mississippi. Making Brainerd 
a Port 


Chamber of Commerce rooms were 
filled last evening by members and 
others who felt themselves privileged 
in being able to listen to a most in­ 
structive address on the feasibility of 
water transportation, its cheap cost 
and the revolution it worked in creat­ 
ing trade territories under the aus­ 
pices of river and navigation com­ 
mittee. 
Stereoptlcon views were shown. 
Capt. Campbell's address took in the 
whole history of water transporta­ 
tion, river, lake and canal, and in an 
exhaustive manner he described how 
it was revolutionizing the commerce 
of the world. 
New York, 
called 
the 
"Empir* 
State,” was so on account of its first 
canals 
Then the 
Lanadlans 
got 
busy with the Soo and wrested away 
much of the trade. 
Now New York 
state at the cost of $115.000,000 
considerable government aid is work­ 
ing to re-establish its place In the 
sun and gain hack from the cr ny 
Canucks what was appropriated it. a 
moment of thoughtlessness. 
Views were given of the hitmens.* 
traffic on the Great Lakes, of the ore 
boats, loading and

comparison, 
Capt 
Campbell showed views of New York 
where railroads had unloaded freight 
into the streets. 
River scenes were 
show n and the sty Ie of boats In use. 
He ca Hep attention to the coal ship­ 
ments from the Monangahela river on 
down to New Orleans. $51,000 paid 
out for one trip, the “Spray,” built 
at Dubuque. Iowa, pushing a fleet of 
coal scows and then towing the emp­ 
ties back to the coal loading station 
Capt. Campbell praised the port of 
New 
Orleans. 
“The port of New 
Orleans,” said he, “is, perhaps, the 
finest example of port administration 
in the world; it is surely pre-emin­ 
ent in the Western Hemisphere. New 
Orb ans adheres strictly to the policy 
of public ownership, public control 
and exact equality 
to all 
patrons 
The port should be visited In order to 
fully appreciate the significance o' 
the plan. 
Can one conceive of ti 
terminal 
transportation 
condition 
more conducive to economy and dis­ 
patch in commerce and manufactur 
lug than the New Orleans system, de 
veloped to the utmost, and operated 
at cost ?” 
( apt. Campbell fits* rib* d th** burg* 
line which his company will operate 
between Minneapolis and New Or­ 
leans, 
Getting freight did not both­ 
er him, it was now a question of find­ 
ing sufficient carrier capacity to han­ 
dle all the freight promised. 
The 
barge line will make Minneapolis fa­ 
mous as a river port and carry thous­ 
ands of tons of Minnesota freight to 
the southern valley of the Mississippi 
and to the gulf of Mexico for export 
The boats will move in fleets of 
five or six up and down the Missis-; 
ippl river, towed 
by a power 
boat 
equipped with Diesel engines, and 
will carry flour, potatoes, grain, farm 
machinery, oil and other products of 
Minneapolis manufacturing ti ante 
In a first canvas made of 6ft Minne­ 
apolis firms 571,000 tons of freight 
annually were 
promised 
for 
this 
traffic. 
Capt. Campbell, who will di­ 
rect the operation of the boat line. 
declares the freight rate to the south 
will be cut about one-third. 
“And the canalization of the upper 
Mississippi will make of Brainerd a 
port and bring to it an immense lot 
of business.” said Capt. Campbell. 
“ Put your shoulders 
to the 
wheel 
like Minneapolis did and you can 
make your dreams come true. With 
your Iron ore and crops you can be­ 
come a port on an island water sys­ 
tem." 
There was much food for thought 
in Capt. Campbell'# address. He has 
been called a dreamer and so, for 
that matter, has James J. HIH, but 
they have the inherent faculty of 
making their dreams come true. By 
working through congressmen and 
others Brainerd can start the day of 


upper river navigation and thus in­ 


crease tremendously the Industry and 


shipping of this city. 
The Chamber of Commerce will fol­ 


low the lead given by Capt. Campbell 


and the committee on navigation will 


keep ceaslessiy ai the project.
